W HEN [heard that you were ordered by the P---------t to make your 
Remarks on the Halfpence defign’d for Ireland, I expe&ted from 
your known Charaéter, that you would have done fo in the moft candid 
Manner; that you would have given your felf the Trouble to read over 
the Patent, and have made your Calculation, by the Method and in the 
Manner which that prefcribes: But I believe every Body will be furpri- 
zed as much as I was, when they read the following Paragraplfs of the 
Patent, compare them with your Manner of Computation, by tig Weight 
of a fingle Halfpenny, by Grains, and by four different Sorts, and yet fiad, 
that there is not one Word mentioned relating to the Weight of a Half- 
penny, oothing faid about Grains; and that the Patent allows and fup- 
pofes not only four, but that many Sorts may, and muft neceffarily be 
made, | 
The Patent fays, ‘ Provided €%c. That the Halfpence be of fuch Size,and 
‘ Bignefs, that one Averdupois Pound Weight of Copper {hall not be con- 
verted into more Farthings or Halfpence than fhall make thirty Pence 
by Tale, and foas all the faid Farthings and Halfpence be made of equal 
Weight in themfelves,or asnear thereunto as may be,being allowed a Re- 
medy not exceeding two Farthings over or under in each Pound- 
Weight.

If I fhould buy a Pound of Rhubarb at Mr, Maple’s Shop, confifting of 
30 Pieces,and becaufe every Piece did not weigh the 30th Part of a Pound, 
affirm he was guilty of a moft nororious Fraud, it is eafy to know. what 
he would fay I deferve for fuch.a ridiculous Avcufativn.

If you had dealt ingenuoufly,inftead of computing the intrinfick Value of 
the Copper at 40320 lib. Sterling, which,is buc at 12d. per Pound, you 
fhould. have reckoned itat #4 d. for Copper in Ireland is worth fo 
much at leaft, and then your intrinfick Value would have been 47040 I. 
and what you call Lofs to the Publick, reduc’d from your 62160 to 
53760, and you fhould have made your Calculation thus.

On the 3d Inftant, Mr. Hop, Envoy extraordinary from the States Ge- 
eral, had his private Audience of his Majefty, to which he was intro- 
duced by the Right Honourable Charles Lord Vifcount Tounfhend, one of 
His Majelty’s priricipal Secretaries of State, and conduted by Sir Cle- 
ment Coterel Knight, Mafter of the Ceremonies. | 


On the 4th. The faid Envoy had private Audience of their Royal 


Higlineffes, in their refpeftive Apartments, being introduced by the Ma- 
{ter of the Ceremonies. Onthe 7th, he had a private Audience of the 
pate Ses being introduced likewife by the Maltec of Ceremo- 
nies alfo. 

The fame Day, His Excellency Hag Abdilcador Peres, Admiral to the 
Emperor of Morocto, and his Ambaifador Extraordinary to the Britifh 
Court had his Audience of His Majefty at St. James’s, with the ufual Ce-

Wye’s Letter verbatim, London, Faz. 14. 
Yeflerday atrived @ Mail from Helland: 


Etters. from. Conftantinople of the 2d paft fay, That the Exprefs 
which was laft fent to the Czar’s Court, is not yet returned, but 
impatiently expected to be informed of the Czar’s final Refolution, touch- 
ing the Demand made’to him by the Grand Seignior; to know whethet 
he will abandon all his Conquefts in Perfia; if not, thé Sultan is deter- 
mined todeclare War againft him: To which End the Turkith Forces on 
the Rivers Pruth, Borifthenes and Dnieper, are augmented to 120000 
Men, befides the 45000 Tartars that are canton'd on the Banks of the 
Pruth, whether 4000 Janizaries have been font from Adrianople ; but the 
Standard of the Horfe-Tail will not be fent up till the Grand Vizier's 
Baggage is ready, he being refolved to head the Army in Perfon which is 
to aét againft the Ruffians ; and ‘tis faid his Defign is ta poffefs himfelf all 
at once of the Mufcovite Ucrania, and of all the Lands of. the Coflacks. ‘ 
They add, That 20 Galleys loaden with all Kind. of -Ammuynition and 
Stores of War, were fent from Conftantinaple to be tranfported to Afoph. 
According to Letters from Petersburgh; the Czar is fully refolved to 
maintain his ew Conquefts in Perfia, from whence an Exprefs having ar- 
rived the 21ft paft, a Grand Council was held that Evening, at which the 
Czar was prefent, and the next Day all the General Officers were fum- 
mon’d in a Council of War; after which an Exprefs was difpatched to 
Conftantinople and another to Perfia. Prince Gallician has Orders to put 
off the March of the Forces, the Czar defigding-to review them upon his 
_ Arrival at Mofcow; where two Natives of Perfia have heen lately taken ap 
for keeping Correfpondency with Meriwyfe, who, fome Advices fay, is 
tetired with all the Treafure of Perfia into his Principality of Candabar, 
His Majefty’s molt gratious Speech, and the good News given from 
the Hague by the aforefaid Mail, that the Acts of Inveftirure are arrived 
at Cambray from Vienna, anid, that the Congrefs is beginning to open, 
have given fuch a Rife to the publick Funds, that South Sea Stocks at

By a French Mail juft arrived, we have Lettcts from Paris which fay, 
thar the confiderable Price of the A€tions which are already at 1500, 
makes People believe; that they are kept up by fome Orders of the Court, 
and the rather, becaufe “Premiums are takep at 2000 for- the Month of 
April ; but ’tis probable, the Profpett of a durable Peace is the great

to a greater Age, foas to give a right Judgment of Things.
